One-Time Use Composite Tool Formed Of 
Fibers And A Biodegradable Resin 

Abstract 

The present invention is directed to disposable composite downhole tool formed 
of a resin-coated fiber. The fiber is formed of a degradable polymer, such as a 
poly(lactide) or polyanhydride. The resin is formed of the same degradable polymer as 
the fiber. It chemically bonds to the fiber, thereby making a strong rigid structure once 
cured. The fiber may be formed into a fabric before being coated with the resin. 
Altematively, the fiber is formed of a non-biodegradable material. 
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
